The farm machinery quota for 
Princess Anne County during the 
current year is certain to prove 
just another headache to local 
growers unless present orders are 
modified, according to informa- 
tion furnished this week by H. W. 
Ozlin, county agricultural agent. 
Present equipment must be con- 
served and made to do the job 
for most farmers in 1943, for lit- 
tle equipment will be available. 

According to Mr. Ozlin, the 
quotas for the county are as fol- 
lows: 

Row planters, horse drawn, 
other than one row— 2; tractor 
drawn — 1. 

Potato machinery: planters— 2; 
diggers— 2; sorters and graders 
—I. 

Listerc, with and without 
planting attachments— 1. 

Drills: grain drills— 1. 

Spreaders: lime spreaders — 1; 
manure spreaders — 1. 

Moldboard plows, tractor drawn 
or mounted — 4. 

Disk plows: tractor drawn— 
none; one way disk 'plows — none. 

Harrows: spike tooth harrow — 
4; spring tooth harrow— 1; disk 
harrow — 5. 

Cultivators, tractor drawn — 1. 

Tractors, wheel type — 7. 

Farm wagons — 5. 

Dairy equipment: milking ma- 
chines — 8; separators — none; 
milk coolers— 3. 

Transplanters — 2; garden trac- 
tor — 1; fertilizer distributors — 
15; soil pulverizer and packer — 
1; field cultivators— none; rod 
weeders — none; rotary hoes — none 
sweep rakes — none; stackers— 
none; pea and bean harvesters 
— none; pea and bean threshers 
— none; corn huskers and spread- 
ers — none; ensilage harvesters — 
feed cutters — one; feed grinders

Power sprayers — none; traction 
sprayers — none; spray pumps, 
power — none; power dusters — 2;

(grain and forage) — none. 

Any farm equipment not listed 
above may be rationed by the 
county cemmittee when the ap- 
plications justify came. 

All Princess Anne farmers have 
been furnished a leaflet giving 
complete instructions on the care 
and repair of farm equipment, 
and they have teen urged to give 
special attention to this job now 
before the machines' are needed 
in the production and harvesting 
of crops. 

Where farmers are positively 
in need of any of the equipment 
that quotas have been placed on, 
Mr. Ozlin urges that they make 
their applications as scon as pos- 
sible. After the committee finds 
that all applications are filed, 
they will issue purchase certifi- 
cates to those farmers who need 
the equipment most. 
. Mr. Ozlin serves as secretary 
of the farm machiners rationing 
committee in Princess Anne 
County.

The following questions and 
answers — first of a series design- 
ed to explain the principal points 
of the forthcoming program for 
point rationing of cannem— bot- 
tled, and frozen fruits and vege- 
tables, juices, dried fruits, and 
all soups — were released yesterday 
by the Office of Price Adminis- 
tration— 

1. Q. When will actual ra- 
tioning begin? 

A. As early in February as 
possible. 

2. Q. Why is It necessary to 
suspend retail selling at all? 

A. There are several reasons. 
j In the first place, of course, all 
I food stores throughout the coun- 
jtry must be given an opportuni- 
ty to prepare for the start of ra- 
tioning. They must have time 
to build up supplies, to train 
clerks, to receive and post the 
OPA list of point values and fa- 
miliarize themselves with those 
values; also it will give the re- 
tailer time to take an inventory 
of his processed food. Secondly, 
the public must be registered for 
Book 2, be notified of the actual 
point values, and be given time to 
study them and budget their 
points for the first ration period. 

3. Q. How will the housewife 
know when point values are 
changed? 

A. The newspapers and radio 
will carry the announcements, 



and every food store will have an 
OPA ppster showing the current 
point values of each particular 
product. A new poster will be 
issued when point values change. 

4. Q. Will the point values 
be the same in all stores, or will 
they vary between high-price arid 
low-price stores? 

A. The point values are the 
same in every store in the coun- 
try, regardless of the price charg- 
ed. The housewife,' in buying a 
No. 2 can of tomatoes, will have 
to surrender the stamps for the 
same number of points regardless 
of whether the price is 12 cents 
or 15 cents, or whether the can 
is a Orade A, B or C„ any other 
grade designation such as "fan- 
cy," or "standard." 

5. Q. How long will the first 
ration period last? 

A. That will depend very large- 
ly on the date when rationing be- 
gins. If it were possible to start 
February 1, the first ration pe- 
tion period very probably would 
take in the entire month of Feb- 
ruary. If, as now seems probable, 
rationing will begin on a later 
date, the first period may be 
"odd" one covering either the 
balance of February or possibly 
the 8alance of Febuary and the 
full month of March. Thereaf- 
after, however, rationing periods 
likely will correspond to the

Current C«>ntroversy Over 
Rent Control Action Adds 
To Uncertainty 



Utilities Restored in Most 
Camps in County 



$25 Tax Per Space by 
Supervisors to Eliminate 
Profits, Is Claim 



Literally heading for "perdi- 
tion or the deep blue sea" until 
the present controversy is untan- 
gled, trailer camp operators in 
Princess Anne County this week 
contiriue as the unhappy partici- 
pants in a three-way battle that 
sees them opposed by both coun- 
ty and Federal authorities. Taxed 
$25 per space by the Board of Su- 
pervisors and unable — according 
to present OPA ruling — to pass 
that tax increase along to the 
trailerites in their camps, they 
are faced with prosecution what- 
ever course they decide to fol- 
low. 

Faced with prosecution, that is, 
unless they pay the tax, and this 
they maintain they are unable to 
do and still profit from their 
operations. 

Closed on January 1 

When apprised of the tax sev- 
eral weeks ago, most operators of 
trailer camps in the county 
agreeed to close their facilities on 
January 1. Rent control offi- 
cials had stated that the tax 
could not be passed along to those 
who rented the space- for their 
mobile homes and, because re- 
duced rates had been put into 
effect for the transient dwellers, 
profitable operations no longer 
seemed possible. On the first 
day of the new year, most 
camps were without water and 
Hebt but the trsiterites w»» 
told they might continue to stay 
on if they could "put up" with the 
reduced facilities. 

Again the rent control section 
of OPA entered the picture and 
inferred in a newspaper release 
that ceasing to furnish water and 
light without filing a petition 
with the rent control officials 
might be construed as a violation 
of the Rent Cntrol Act, which 
would subject the camp opera- 
tors to substantial penalties. 
Eight county operators, fear- 
ful of the consequences, res- 
tored the utilities, but still re- 
mained firm in their conviction 
ihst* f| i*»ir camps must be closed. 
Sevc.-.il operators are refusing to 
accept rental fees, proceeding on 
the assumption that they went 
out of business— certainly for the 
duration of the war — on January 
1. 

Reasons for Tax 

Reasons- for- -the imposition of 
the tax, said a spokesman for the 
Board of Supervisors, were to be 
found in the substantially in- 
creased costs of police and fire 
protection and school facilities 
for the chlldrep. Few are pre- 
pared to questfon the right of the 
Supervisors to impose the tax, al- 
though considerable argument 
centers about whether it is fair 
or excessive.

INCURABLE OPTIMISM 

It is truly indicative of the spirit of 
Western man that even in the midst of this 
most brutal of all wars there should be so 
much planning for a just and righteous peace 
to follow it.

END OP AN ERA — By February I, the Works Progress Amini- 
stration, better known by just the letters - WPA — will have come to 
an end. On that date, under presidential d« ree, the liquidation of works 
projects will begin marking the end of a career both colorful and con- 
troversial — an era that saw the word ' boondoggling," among others, 
enter the national vocabulary. Born of the depression, WPA is dying 
because, in a nation at war and with production at the highest levels in 
history, there no longer is any need !or creating work in a period of 
growing shortage of manpower. 

HOW IT WORKS — Sometiire around January 1, War Ration 
Book No. 2 will make its appearance, and housewives, who know what's 
on grocers' shelves as well as grjeers themselves, will have to learn 
how to apply the dual mathemati' s of money and coupons. Ration Book 
No. 2 will contain four pages i,t blue stamps and four pages of red 

stamps — the colors to show for which rationing program the stamps j applied to those maki 
are used. There will be 24 stamps to a page, each stamp bearing a j declaration 
letter or a number (either 8, 5, 2, 1). The letters indicate the time 
period in which the stamps are valid and the number, of cours?, the 
pdint value. For example, if branflakes are plentiful and oatmeal to 
scarce, OPA might say that one point would be good for six ounces of 
oatmeal. In such a case, most shoppers would buy the branflakes 
instead of oatmeal — you get more of it.

IVe are not sufficiently clear on the motives 
which prompted the Supervisors to pass such 
legislation either to criticize or uphold their 
action, although in normal times we would 
be in complete accord.

7.Q. Does this "declaration 
mean that will have to declare 
the fruits and vegetables I canned 
at home last Fall?

THE AXE IS THE PATH 
A Meditation for the New Year 



In our hurry, in our patriotic fervour, in 
our zeal to be of service at this crucial hour, 
we must not overlook the fact- that there is 
a need to think as Well as act. Just as we drop 
peace-time luxuries from our lives, just as we 
concentrate all our efforts on work that will 
help in winning this war against the posers 
of darkness — so must we think straight 
toward our goal, so must we drop fears, pre- 
judices, petty hatreds and personal prefer- 
ences from our mind. 

Kvjv most of ail must we learn to think 
straight. Elmer Davis, the director of War 
Information, made a statement some time 
ago which every one of us who fight for 
democracy, must well remember: "Not only 
does our future, and probably the world V 
future, depend on our ability to fight straight 
on through to victory, it depends as well on 
our ability to think straight through to the 
end of the war and afterwards." 

This is a time of complete reorientation. 
We must realize that even history is speeded 
up these days. The changes that are taking 
place are rapid and we must be able to keep 
up with them mentally, and adjust ourselves 
to the idea that the way we had thought 
things out may. not be the best way to work 
things through. 

We must ruthlessly discard old habits of 
thought. We must think in broader terms

the unknown seas to seek a refuge on our wno does it; and we must condemn the 



shores, they found here virgin wilderness 
There were no paths but those created by the 
wild beasts and still wilder savages. W T ith 
their axes they hewed out homes, built their 
villages and erected their stockades. With 
their axes they hewed a pathway into the 
forest, felled trees for bridges across turbu- 
lent waters, penetrating deeper and deeper 
into the woods until they crossed the moun- 
tains and reached the plains. With their axes 
they split the timber for the wagons that 
freighted them to other forests. These they 
conquered in like manner until at last they 
came to where the waters of the blue Pacific 
lapped the western shore. 

"The axe is the path into the forest." 
The free man must ever forge ahead into 
the unknown. The axe is the symbol of his 
own strength, of his ability to utilize his own 
talents to carve out his own path into a new 
world. The path he hews, others will follow, 
to go on where he leaves off.

We must not 
detour for selfish motives, whether that sel- 
fishness be a selfishness of an individual or a 
group. We must think straight through to- 
ward the high end of victory both of the war 
and of the peace, and we must recognize the 
source of all' efforts to divide us and create 
hates and dissension. 

We must not be led astray by those wh 
are seeking their own personal gain or the 
fulfillment of their ambition in this war, or 
the satisfaction of their grudges and hates. 
We cannot even afford to spend time hating 
them. We have our job to do — and we must 
think straight to it. \ 

We have a mental code" to guide us. The 
Four Freedoms are not just a statement of 
national policy, but a challenge to all of us 
a call to the minds of men to think straight 
through to these goals, and to put them ntfo 
practical application — not merely at some] 
future date when victory rests on our ban- 1 
ners, but here and now in our daily lives. 

The war will be won by those who have 
fought straight through to the victory of 
the United Nations. The peace will be wor 
by those who have thought straight through 
to the vicfory of the Four Freedoms

11. Q. Why is not canned 
salmon and canned meat includ- 
ed in the present rationing pro- 
gram?

12. Q. Will the housewife 
have to make inventory of her 
canned goods by products— so 
many cans of peas, so . many 
beans, so many cherries, and so 
on? 

A. No., she need report only 
the total number of cans that her 
household has on. hand when ra- 
tioning begins. 

13. Q. Can the housewife use 
the ration books of all the mem- 
bers of her family when she goes 
shopping. How about the maid 
who is furnished meals? 

A. Yes, she may take along 
each ration book issued to mem- 
bers of her household, just as 
she does now in buying sugar or 
coffee with War Ration Book 
One. 



"Sometime ago, several thousand 
school children were given an eye 
examination. The group was not a 
selected one; nevertheless, more 
than one-third of them were found 
to be in need of glasses for their 
school work. Moreover, of those 
who made a normal reading of the 
eye chart, a number, when con- 
trolled with 'drops' were discovered 
to be far-sighted. This investiga- 
tion was added proof of the fact 
that much of the impaired eye- 
sight of later years could be pre- 
vented if sufficient interest in early 
life were applied and a temporary 
correction by means of glasses 
made when required," states Dt. I. 
C. Riggin, State Health Commis- 
sioner. 

"Parents should be watchful for 
conditions in the child such as 
frowning, squinting, persistent 
headache, eyeaches and. watery 
eyes. If the youngster reads too 
closely or too far away from the 
face, that situation also may be 
significant of trouble. 

"No one fancies wearing glasses, 
much less children; nevertheless, it 
is the obligation of all those re- 
sponsible for the future of young 
folks to^have their eyes examined 
by a reputable specialist if any 
doubt arises that normal vision 
does not exist. It is much better 
for a child to wear glasses, if it 
becomes necessary, for a few years 
during early school life than to 
have permanently defective vision 
in later life. 

"Again, any acute condition of a 
child's eyes calls for immediate 
treatment either by the family doc- 
tor or by a physician who special- 
izes in diseases of the eyes. In- 
cidentally, such a specialist is 
known professionally as an optha- 
mologist. Opthamologists also ex- 
amine or 'refract' eyes and pre- 
scribe glasses when needed. In this 
latter field also are the optome- 
trists who, while not physicians, 
have been educated and trained to 
refract eyes and prescribe glasses. 
If an optometrist, during his ex- 
amination, finds any condition re- 
quiring treatment, he .-will refer 
such .cases to a physician. 

"Neglect of the eyes by no means 
is limited to children. Many older 
persons, some through inexcusable 
vanity, others through indifference, 
while still others through careless- 
ness, fail to visit either an optha- 
mologist or an optometrist to*ob- 
fain badly needed glasses. Penalties 
are bound to occur for such negli- 
gence. 

"Tne eyes of the young, middle- 
aged and older represent perhaps 
one of the most priceless of bodily 
possessions. To take care of them 
promptly and properly is a re- 
sponsibility which never should be 
sidestepped."

REPLACEMENTS MUST BE WOMEN - Employers of labor, on 
tne other hand, must keep detailed records of their current labor supply 
in order to meet production schedules - records as thoroughly itemized 
as those for a military "task force." Next year, it is estimated, one out 
of every five men now employed in war plants will go into military 
service. A plan — known as the "manning tables" system — has been 
worked out so that this can be done without slowing war production 
The plan involved a listing of 35 necessary war activities and industries 
a list of necessary jobs within each of these industries, and preparation 
of schedules in each department of a war plant or war-essential service 
showing just how long it will take to train a new worker to replace one 
taken into service. 

Replacements must be women — they will be needed to fill about 
30 percent of all war jobs — older men and others not subject to the 
draft, handicapped persons, and those who previously have been denied 
employment because of racial or other prejudice. Under this plan, war 
workers who would be called into service may be deferred until their 
places are filled by trained substitutes. But in order to avoid further 
over-crowding in war industry areas, it is important that each locality 
make use of its own local people for war work. Rural workers seeking

spring crop and feed loans. 

He stated that his organization, 
a writ of the Farm Credit Admini- 
stration, is assisting those Farmers 
who are eligible by advancing funds 
for the purchase of fertilizer on 
loans secured by crops to be grown 
or seeded during the 1943 season.

Coast Guard Seeks 
Women as "Spars" 

Spars are to the Coast Guard 
as Waves are to the Navy. The 
Sparc are the Women's Reserve 
of the Coast Guard and were on- 
ly recently created when Presi- 
dent Roosevelt signed the Coast 
Guard Women's Reserve Bill. 

Dorothy C. Stratton. formerly 
Dean of Women at Purdue Uni- 
versity, has been appointed di- 
rector of the Spars. with the rank 
of Lieut. COmmde. correspond- 
ing to Lieut. Commander Mildred 
McAfee of the Waves. Lieut. 
Commander Stratton says "Wo- 
men will enlist directly in the 
Coast Guard Women's Reserve, 
using the same Offices of Naval 
Officer Procurement throughout 
the country that handle the en- 
listment of Wave personnel. We 
expect 8,000 women will be en- 
listed, trained and on active duty 
with the Spars during 1943." 
Similar to Waves 

Duties and requirements of 
Spars and Waves will te similar. 
Commander Stratton stressed.Of- 
ficer applicants should be be- 
tween 20 and 50, and should hold 
a college degree or its equivalent. 
The two years of mathematics 
required for the Waves are not 
"must'' for Spars, however. 

Enlisted Spars must offer high 
school education or its equivalent, 
and be between 20 and 36. Both 
groups will be trained at the 
schools established for Waves. 
Coast Guard units throughout 
the Navy have already requested 
4.000 women to be trained as 
yoemen, storekeepers, and ra- 
dio operators. 

Coast Guard Activities 

The women accepted in the 
Coast Guard will release men for 
duty at sea. During the war time 
the Coast Guard mans many of 
transports carrying our men to 
all parts of the world. For in- 
tance, few people realize that 
the Coast Guard was active in 
the landing of our marines in the 
Solomon Islands. The Coast 
Guard is the oldest branch of 
the armed forces of the United 
States and the only one which 
operates in time of peace as well 
as war. Women will be ordered 
to service at the large Coast 



Guard stations, such as the Coast 
Guard Yard at Curtis Bay, Ma- 
ryland. 

Mainbocher Uniforms Used 

Spars will wear the same 
Mainbocher designed uniform as 
the Waves, except for insignia. 
Spars will wear the metal shield 
of the Coast Guard on their lap- 
els. Enlisted Spars will wear the 
Coast Guard shield in white on

WARRANT TO BE ISSUED 
FOR NOT COMPLYING 

Printed Regulations Dis- 
tributed to Residents by 
Local Wardens 

Dimout regulations applicable 
to the residential area located be- 
tween Avenue E and the south 
line of Port Story were annunc- 
ed this week through the medium 
of Mimeographed circulars dis- 
tributed by the air raid wardens 
for the locality, under instruc- 
tions issued by the Princess Anne 
County Office for Civilian De- 
fense. The same regulations, it 
is understood, will apply to houses 
within the corporate limits of 
Virginia Beach and to those fac- 
ing on Chesapeake Bay. 

Five specific regulations are 
listed as follows: 

Outdoor Lights Banned 

Outdoor lights of all kinds 
(porch lights, garage lights, flood 
lights, etc.) are prohibited. 

In waterfront residences and 
residences immediately adjoining 
the waterfront no lights shall be 
permitted to show from windows 
facing the north, east and south. 

In all other residences in the 
area no light shall be permitted 
to show from windows facing the 

east. 

No light shall be permitted to 
show from any window if such 
window is visible from the ocean. 
Shades on All Windows 

No light. Including open fires, 
shall be burned in any room un- 
less shades of standard weight 
are drawn over the whole length 
of all windows In such rooms. 

The announcement continues: 
"The air raid wardens and aux- 
llary police of the area to which 
the above regulations are appli- 
cable are required to enforce the 
same strictly, and are required to 
cause criminal warrants to be 
issued for non-compliance. 

"To give our neighbors oppor- 
tunity to take the necessary steps 
to comply with these regulations 
they will not be enforced until 
January 23rd, 1943, after which 
day warrants will be issued for 
non-compliance."

Many Legislative Rulings 
Became Effective in State 
This Month 

In addition to the numerous 
changes in the Motor Vehicle Code, 
approximately one dozen of which 
became effective on January 1. 
half a dozen other important laws 
were also effective on that date, 
according to the State Press Office 
in Richmond.

Highlights of last week on Cap- 
itol Hill were the announcemts 
from Governor Darden that he 
had allocated to the boards of 
education throughout the State 
$232,500 of State funds to assist 
localities in raising the salaries 
of teachers and meeting the 
teacher shortage, and the Gover- 
nor's first proclamation without 
a "whereas" in which he set aside 
January 12th as Farm Mobilisa- 
tion Day. 

The allottment anticipates by 
half a year the increase from 
$660 to $720 per teacher unit vot- 
ed by the 1942 General Assembly 
and effective July 1, 1943. 

Aware of Needs 

Commenting on the new funds, 
Dabney S. Lancaster, State Su- 
perintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, said that while Individual 
increases under the new set up 
will be relatively small, "It will 
show the teachers that we are 
cognizant of their needs and that 
we are taking steps to aid them 
financially whenever possible." 

City and County School Boards 
which match the new funds on a 
fifty-fifty basis will be able to in- 
crease the present allottment of 
$15 per teacher unit to $30 for 
the remainder of the present 
school year. The matching pro- 
vision of the new allottment will 
place an added financial burden 
on the localities but when the 
new law becomes .effective July 1, 
1943, the State will assume the 
entire increase. 

Situation Alarming 

The letter which went out from 
the Department of Education to 
all division superintendents state- 
ed that "Since nearly one-fourth 
of the teachers of Virginia are 
receiving $700 per year or less, 
and since the average salary of 
all teachers is approximately $850 
per year, it is apparent that with 
the increased living costs, new 
taxes, contributions to the retire- 
ment fund, and the- purchase of 
war bond';, the situation has a?- 
ccme alarming. The Gover.-jr 
has agreed to make available to 
county and city schoool boards 
the additional sum of $15 per 
teacher unit for the last half of 
the current session, provided the 
county and city school board will 
match this amount and the to- 
tal will be used for teachers' sal- 
aries, preferably for the salaries 
of those teachers who are in the 
lower financial brackets This 
means that an amount not to ex- 
ceed $232,500 will be available 
from State fundi for increasing 
teachers' salaries if these funds 
are matched by the local school 
boards."

Fortunate, indeed, is the status of Vir- 
ginia Beach during these war years, for its 
location away from the hub of the nation s 
expanding military and industrial develop- 
ment _ rather than contiguous thereto — 
would have brought a marked curtailment 
of resort business and the possibility of 
financial disaster for many of its operators. 

True it is that the picture has changed, 
for the carefree vacation throngs were not 
here in great numbers last summer and there 
will be fewer such individuals here in 1943. 
But in providing transient quarters for serv- 
ice personnel, their relatives and friends, the 
Beach can carry on with the hope of con- 
tinuing profit, ready to resume a "business 
as usual" stance when the war is over. Top 
seasonal rates may have to be slashed some- 
what in the months ahead, other changes in 
practice and service undoubtedly will have 
to be made, but the outlook for fair patron- 
age and reasonable profits cannot be denied. 
Further Federal regulations may change all 
of this, but there is not now any suggestion 
of such restrictions. 

A more sober tone is certain to prevail, 
there will be less gaiety and fewer amuse- 
ments, but all of this is in keeping with the 
war effort, as it should be. Those whose in- 
vestments are here should be thankful for 
the continued opportunity of profit-taking, 
and such gratitude can best be expressed 
through the regular purchase of War Sav- 
ings Bonds and similar government financial 
offerings. Permission to operate in these days 
of all-out effort — and it might be difficult 
to justify the resort business as an essential 
undertaking — carries with it a real obliga- 
tion to support the government which makes 
that possible. 

Plans are in the making by the Chamber 
of Commerce to acquaint all service personnel 
in this and nearby areas with the virtues of 
-Virginia Beach as a suitable lotaile in which 
to spend their furloughs and leaves, and as 
a place where they and their friends and 
relatives may gather for limited reunions. 
This plan, we believe, will find immediate 
javor among those now training in Virginia, 
and at the same time insure a substitute 
patronage for that which will not be here 
because of the restrictions on travel. This 
service business, added to the civilian patron- 
age from the Norfolk, Richmond, Washing- 
ton and Baltimore communities, should add 
up to a considerable measure of success for 
the year that lies ahead.

While lack of medical service has not yet 
reached an acute stage in this community, 
many sections of the state and nation are 
feeling the pinch. It follows that everyone, 
both for his own and his country's sake, 
should live sensibly to the end that maximum 
health may be obtained, and avoidable home 
medical service eliminated. 



SAVING THE DOCTOR 

It has been estimated reliably that within 
a year approximately one-third of the total 
number of 180,000 physicians in the United 
States will have left their practice 'to serve 
with the Army, Navy or Marine Corps. This 
deficiency in medical attention available to 
the general population will be even greater 
than it appears on the surface inasmuch as 
a large number of those remaining are not 
in active practice due to teaching or public 
health activities, full-time employment in in- 
dustry, or old-age. Plainly, this situation de- 
velops a problem for the physicians who will 
remain at home, the solution of which to 
some degree will be in the hands of the gen- 
eral public. 

The. luxury of calling a physician to the 
home for trivial conditions will lessen rapidly 
with the coming months. Anticipating this 
situation, thousands of women here and else- 
where have patriotically taken instruction in 
home nursing and first aid through courses 
offered under the supervision of the State 
Department of Health and the American Red 
Cross. It is expected that additional thous- 
ands will enroll in such courses as the oppor- 
tunity presents itself. Lesser injuries and 
other conditions that normally would call for 
medical and nursing services thus can be 
handled by such trained women in their own 
homes. To that extent,. physicians and nurses 
will be released for more essential family 
service. 

Even so, there will be a tendency on the 
part of many to call the doctor upon the 
slightest provocation. That he will be com- 
"pelled to ask patients to come to his office 
Jpr to give advice over the telephone, rather 
than responding to home calls, except when 
really justified, is becoming increasingly a 
fact. 

This situation needs to be appreciated more 
than it apparently is today. The public's in- 
telligent cooperation in this -connection will 
be of immeasurable assistance. 

There is no desire to imply that the family 
physician, now or later, must not be sum- 
moned except in dire need. In fact, there is 
a greater reason than ever before to seek his 
advice on living habits, to have him give a 
thorough periodic check-up, and to have him 



ANOTHER RATIONING OFFICE 
NEEDED 

Although we confess at the outset that we 
know nothing at all about the policies or 
politics necessary to effect such a move, we 
are convinced that a branch office of the 
War Rationing Board for Princess Anne 
County should be established at Virginia 
Beach. The Court House always was leagues 
removed from the county's most populous 
area, but now that gas rationing allots so 
little motor fuel to the average driver, it has 
become almost inaccessible, and that at a 
time when the services t>nly available there 
are most needed. 

It might be argued that the rationing prob- 
lems facing the average householder can be 
settled once and for all at the time of regis- 
tration. Under a perfect system this could be 
possible, but it has been the experience of 
scores of persons that contact with the board 
must be made several times to smooth out 
a disputed point or to secure adequate infor- 
mation. 

Further confusion — and resulting delay — 
can be expected when the Beach's hotels and 
boarding houses prepare to open for the 
forthcoming summer season. Rationing reg- 
ulations will face them at every turn, there 
will be need for considerable information 
and assistance in filling out the innumerable 
forms and in adjusting allotments, and to 
force all the sundry to journey to the Court 
House will bring a large share of hardships 
to those concerned. Creation of a branch of- 
fice — even though it did no more than dis- 
pense application blanks and occasional bits 
of advice — would be helpful. Indeed, as we 
see it, it is downright essential. 

Consideration might be given by those in 
charge to the quarters now available in the 
Chamber of Commerce building. Here is a 
central location and one visited frequently 
by the business men and women of Virginia 
Beach seeking information on a multitude of 
subjects. Perhaps, because of the curtail- 
ment in the number of visitors seeking infor- 
mation at that office, the Chamber of Com- 
merce personnel might contribute a portion 
of each day to this vital work. It most cer- 
tainly would be a real contribution to the 
community, particularly to the organization's 
membership. 

We do not contend for an independent of- 
fice, nor do we ask that authority vest&l in 
the county board be delegated to a loftal 
group. All that we seek is a central informa- 
tion office, where necessary blanks may be 
obtained, where matters of policy may be 
explained and where other details specified 
by the controlling agency may be engaged in. 
If voluntary workers are needed, we are cer- 
tain that such could be recruited and trained, 
for this rationing business is of vital interest 
to us all. 

We commend this suggestion to those 
who are charged with the administration of 
the rationing program in Princess Anne 
County.

Miscellaneous News and Views On the Conduct 
of the War 



THE HEART'S DESIRE 

"Freedom is the right to seek for one's 
heart's desire — and to let the other man 
hunt for his." 

Doesn't this thought express the ideals 
and dreams of all of us? We are ail seekers 
after our heart's desire, that vision that is 
our guiding star, leading us on through dis- 
couragement, heartache and despair toward 
a shining goal at the rainbow's end. 
• "The right to seek" — freedom to move 
about, to be no mail's slave and no man's 
master, but free to search for those things 
which we want, a home, economic security, 
a job in which we can serve others because 
we wish to serve. That is a right forever 
laid down to us in the Constitution. That is 
a right we will never abrogate, though we 
may voluntarily lay it a.-side in times of com- 
mon danger. 

"Our heart's desire" — the goal of happi- 
ness which is common to ail of us — no mat- 
ter how we may express it. Our heart's de-i 



Hopes raised to new highs for a better year in 1943, among the 
classes, masses, and men in military uniforms in the National Capital. 
Father Time rang out the old, rang in the New,* as reports from far 
countries told us Americans that the Axis devils were surely losing the 
global wars. Our public got a lot of happiness out of that. Official re- 
ceptions were omitted in Washington. There were lots of parties, less 
drinking, than in arty previous year. Naturally Washington was crowded 
as the population is more than double what it was ten years ago. About 
l\ million people live in the broadened D. C. area. Government employ- 
ment in the Capital increased 88.000 in 1942 and is now more than 
306,000! The armed forces and the numberless "transient" and "tem- 
porary" residents give Washington the appearance of being the most 
over-stuffed city in the whole United States. 

We are 13 months in the war, and less than two years operating 
under the Lend-Lease Act, which marked the beginning of the conver- 
sion of whole industries to war production. About 17,500,000 workers 
are employed in factories that were formerly devoted to private 
industry. 

Before Pearl Harbor appropriations for "defense" were 60 billion 
dollars. In 12 months they mounted to four times that amount. When 
the manufacturer of automobiles was stopped the first thing to be done 
was to move hundreds of millions of dollars worth of materials, tools, 
machinery and equipment out of the plants. In a single plant in the East 
60 acres of floor space were vacated and the "scrap" piled several feet 
high over an area of one and a half acres. One building was rebuilt 26 
feet higher and in a few months that great establishment was converted 
to aircraft production. And that is only an incident in the transforma- 
tion that has taken place in production in every branch of American 
industry. We have astonished not only our own America, but the World. 

Production Chief Donald Nelson made the situation clear at New 
Years in a statement that the United States alone is producing arms — 
actual combat weapons — in as great volume as all the Axis powers 
combined, while the output of weapons by all the United Nations is 
almost twice that of their enemies: 

Our Allies wanted tankers, ships, automobiles, bombers, planes, 
gasoline and oil, rubber, arms and ammunition, machinery, metals; and 
the United States went short on many of these and our railroads and 
ships beat all previous records of speed to meet the emergencies of the 
countries that were in distress. United States steel and iron, "red 
meats" and poultry are being sent overseas. More than 50 million pounds 
of seeds has been set aside for planting on foreign soil, to grow food in 
the coming years — seeds, seeds! More than a million American 
soldiers, who are taking care of themselves, are planting, we hope, 
seeds of democracy for a better world. The American "balance of power 
and arms" must be carefully considered in reaching an answer to the 
question: "Who is winning the war?" 

It seems to be admitted that England saved Europe in 1940, and 
that United States production and "delivered goods" has made it 
possible for Great Britian and Russia to hold up their ends, especially 
as America has bolstered morale, and revitalized the determination of 
the Allies to destroy the Axis. 

The United States has taken the brunt of the war in the Pacific. 
That is also of major importance in arriving at an answer to the ques- 
tion: Who is winning the wars? Our Allies forgot to give credit to the 
United States for winning the war for them in 1918. Was that because 
we walked out on winning the peace ? If so, it should not happen again. ' 
GETTING THE JOB DONE 

Sometimes we seem to take for granted the mass production tech- 
nique as developed by the American automobile industry and its current 
adaptation to the manufacture of the intricate sinews of war in ever 
increasing volume. It is so easy to dismiss this important development 
with Topsy's philosophy of it "just growed." But, of course, there's so 
much more to it than meets the eye. It has come about only through the 
most intensive research, engineering, production planning and through 
the application of managerial "know-how" evolved from long and 
arduous experience. » 

Some additional light on this is thrown out in a report by Alfred. P. 
Sloan, Jr., Chairman of General Motors, on that company's enormous 
deliveries of war materials for the first 11 months of 1942, totaling 
nearly $1,700,000,000. With production for November, the latest monthll 
figure available, a* an annual rate of nearly $3;000,000,000, Mr Sloan 
explained that "from the very beginning of the defense program out 
General Motors war work has been directed almost entirely to the 
manufacture of weapon* in the highly technical areas, so that our 
management experience, engineering knowledge and production 'know- 
how could make the most effective contribution to the all-out national 
effort. We thought it was only proper that, instead of seeking to ma' co 
those things which many others might readily produce, we should con-KJ 
centrate upon the more technical items. Accordingly we have Undertaken 
the manufacture of such items' as>omplete airplanes, airplane enguv s 
propellers, airplane subassemblies, tanks, cannon and guns advance.! 
types of Diesel engines, and all manner of delicate measuring instru 
ments, just to suggest the great variety of new and difficult wai 
ancles in tne production of which we are engaged in rather Ian,'- 
volunu. ^*>». 

".Nov., I would like to make a Joint which, to me, is very important. 
From the very beginning of my experience in General Motors, we have 
developed and concentrated our management technique on what we „ 
a plan of decentralized operations and responsibilities, with centra;

Of the changes in the Motor 
Vehicle Code, the most impotant 
are those which require every 
truck to be weighed and licensed 
on a gross or road weight basis, 
with both the empty and gross, 
weight painted on the doors; con- 
tract and common carrier trucks 
will come under the same license 
classification as the privately-ov^n- 
ed and operated trucks, truck trail- 
er and semi-trailer, the common 
and contract carrier truck buying 
licenses from the Motor Vehicle Di- 
vision based on the actual road 
weight instead of the manufactur- 
er's rated capacity; • 
Gross Receipts Tax 

In addition to this, the common 
and contract carriers will have to 
pay a two per cent gross receipts 
tax to the State Corporation Com- 
mission, but the common carrier 
will be allowed an annual exemp- 
tion of one thousand dollars and the 
contract carrier, which heretofore 
has not had to pay any gross re- 
ceipt tax, will be allowed an ex- 
emption on the first $3,500 of the 
gross receipts. About 92 per cent 
of all trucks licensed in Virginia 
fall in the ton or ton-and-one-half 
class. The savings under the new 
law for operators of small trucks 
has been estimated, to be upwards 
of $325,000. 

Another change in the Motor Ve- 
hicle Code is that which requires 
contract school buses to be regis- 
j tered and licensed on a, thirty-five 
cents per hundred pounds of weight 
basis.

While production goals for many 
farm products in 1943 will be even 
larger than the 1942 record pro- 
duction, cotton is one of the few 
crops that we have in abundance 
and it is not on the "must" list for 
next year, says S. K. Cassell, Vir- 
ginia AAA executive assistant. 

"It is indeed fortunate that we 
have plenty of cotton," Mr. Cas- 
aell say«, "because we need all of 
our productive capacity to supply 
such things as dairy products, eggs, 
meat and oil crops needed in the 
war effort. Moat farmers expect to 
grow about the same acreage in 
1943 that they grew this year. 
There is no reason to increase. Cot- 
ton farmers will be notified prior 
to the referendum December 12 of 
their 1943 cotton acreage allot- 
ments for their farms." 

Supply Above Normal 

The normal supply of cotton in 
the United States is 18.2 million 
bales, which includes normal do- 
mestic consumption, normal ex- 
ports, plus 40 per cent as an allow- 
ance for carry-over. However, the 
actual supply of cotton for 1943 is 
about 23.5 million bales, the second 
largest crop on record and sufficient 
to meet our needs for almost two. 

ye»rs. 

Domestic consumption of Ameri- 
can cotton went up to 11 million 
bales during the 1941-42 marketing 
year and consumption in the 1942- 
43 year probably will be about 11.4 
million bales when more cotton 
goods probably will be used by 
civilians, but consumption of lint 
cotton is limited by the physical 
ability of mills to handle the tre- 
mendous military needs as well as 
increased civilian requirements, Mr. 
Cassell says. Exports are negligi- 
ble and are not expected to be of 
significance until after the war. 
The indicated 1942 production is 
13.1 million bales, and even with 
domestic consumption increased to 
11.4 million bales for 1942-43, it is 
expected that there will be even 
more cotton on hand August 1, 
1943, than there was on August 
1, 1942. 

Farmers Will Decide 

"There is plenty of cotton, but 
longer staple varieties where feasi- 
ble, and better grades are needed," 
Mr. Cassell says. "Farmers will 
vote in a referendum December 12, 
to decide whether marketing quo- 
tas shall apply to the crop grown 
in 1943, or whether all growers 
shall be permitted to produce un- 
limited acreages of cotton without 
paying a penalty on excessive 
marketings. 

"In my opinion, cotton loans 
have supported the price in recent 
years, but if quotas on the 1943 
crop are not approved by at least 
two-thirds of the growers voting 
in the referendum, loans^ are pro- 
hibited under the law. With no 
loans, and with ceilings in effect 
on cotton goods, raw cotton prices 
could be expected to move generally 
in only one direction — downward."

Princess Anne County's 939 farm 
operators can increase their cash 
income as much as $200,000 a year 
on fruits, nuts and vegetables alone 
by working with retailers in de- 
veloping group marketing pro- 
grams, it was estimated this week 
by a leading distributor of Virginia 
crops. 

"With approximately 250 farm- 
ers in this country and more than 
13,000 farmers throughout Virginia 
using farm marketing cooperatives 
to streamline war-time distribution, 
the general trend toward group 
action in marketing is one of the 
most important agricultural de- 
velopments in the State," according 
to Earl R. French, marketing direc- 
tor of the Atlantic Commission 
Company. 

15 Per Cent Increase Seen 

"Our experience shows that 
growers can boot their income 10 
to 15 per cent by working together 
to provide adequate volume and 
standard grade and pack, and by 
working with distributors to cut out 
unnecessary handling operations 
and costs. This 10 to 15 per cent 
would bring approximately $130,000 
to $200,000 extra annually on fruits, 
nuts and vegetables alone to Prin- 
cess Anne County growers, who in 
one recent year received $1,318,296 
from their sales of these products. 
Growers could similarly increase 
their cash income from other crops 
by group action," French explained. 

As an indication of the effective- 
ness of cooperation between grow- 
ers and distributors, French said I 
economies worked out through 



group marketing programs were 
one important factor enabling 
growers and shippers to receive 54.(1 
cents of the consumer's dollar for 
fresh fruits and vegetables sold 
through A A P stores last year — 
about eight cents more than the na- 
tional average for produce market- 
ed through all trade channels. 
Key to Prosperity 

With wartime food supply condi- 
tions emphasising the need fori 
shortening commercial distances be- 
tween growers and consumers, 
group marketing programs can not 
only aid the "Food-for-Freedom 
program but also provide a vitally 
important key to post-war farm 
prosperity, French declared. 

He pointed out that the ground- 
work for building these programs 
is already well prepared "in Vir- 
ginia, which "group-markets" milk, 
cream, livestock, apples, peaches, 
potatoes, tomatoes, onions, cucum- 
bers, cabbage, strawberries, wool, 
poultry and tobacco.

Of particular interest to operat- 
ors of resort hotels and boarding 
cottages at Virginia Beach was the 
announcement made early this 
week by Claud P. Browmley, Jr., 
Hampton Roads rent control ad- 
ministrator, that certain rent con- 
trol restrictions relating to seasonal 
renting in hotels and rooming 
houses have been relaxed. 

The new order declares that the 
beach hotels will not be required 
to rent their rooms on a weekly or 
monthly basis during the month of 
June, 1942. Other accommodations 
may be rented from night to night, 
so preserving the actual traditional 
operations of the resort. 

Text of Statement 

The full text of Mr. Brownley'a 
statement follows: 

"Rent control restrictions relat- 
ing to seasonal renting in hotels 
and rooming houses have been re- 
laxed, Claud P. Brownley, Jr., 
Hampton Roads rent control di- 
rector, announced, adding that the 
relaxation of rules would be of spe- 
cial interest to hotel and rooming 
house keepers at the beach resorts 
in the area. 

"Before the amendment, land- 
lords offering all their rooms on a 
weekly or monthly basis were re- 
quired to continue that practice. 
The amendment coaxes this by 
providing that the landlord is not 
required to rent more than the 
highest number of rooms on a 
weekly or monthly basis than he 
rented on such terms during the 
month of June, 1942. 

Approval Needed *• 

"The necessity of this amend- 
ment, Mr. Brownley pointed out, 
arose from the practice of some 
hotels of offering all rooms on a 
monthly or weekly basis until they 
have rented a certain number of 
rooms, whereupon further weekly 
or monthly offerings are with- 
drawn, and the new amendment 
permits a continuance of this prac- 
tice, thus preserving the transient 
nature of the hotel. 

"Mr. Brownley said that land- 
lords at any of the shore resorts 
who had regular and definite sea- 
sonal practices in renting rooms 
on a monthly or weekly basis dur- 
ing the year ending June 30, 1942 
nay request his office to approve 
such practices. This approval may 
be withdrawn at any time, how- 
ever, if the effects of the approval 
are inconsistent with the emer- 
gency price control act, or are like- 
ly to result in evasion of the maxi- 
mum rent regulation."

Miscellaneous News and Views On the Conduct 
of the War 



WAVES ARE ROLLING 



"SING UNTO THE LORD, YE PEOPLE" 

The songs of a nation are symbolic of the 
spirit of a nation. We, as Americans, sing 
proudly of the "Star Spangled Banner," of 
"Columbia, the Gem of the Ocean, of 
"America, the Beautiful," and most reverent- 
ly, of "My Country, Tis of Thee." All of them 
are stirring, heart-touching songs that 
breathe of patriotism. 

But one thing more is needed. We have 
learned in this war of travail and in this time 
of trouble, that not only are we not isolated 
from the rest of the world, but that we are all 
one people, no matter from what shores we 
have (?ome, nor to what faith we owe alle- 
giance* We have learned that being an Ameri- 
can is not a mere accident of birth, but a 
state of mind, that to be truly American is to 
offer a devotion, religious in character, to the 
cause of democracy, to accept wholeheartedly 
the credo that all men are created equal. 

Dr. Henry Harold Home, Professor of Re- 
ligious Education at New York University, 
sensing the yearning for an expression of the 
brotherhood that is democracy, the faith that 
has brought about the United Nations, has 
written a new verse for "America" — one 
which does not detract from pride of country, 
but which gives it further, broader meaning. 
"Father of Every Race, 
Giver of Every Grace, 
Hear us we pray !

Let us sing of this proud 
ly, and acclaim to the world what we all be 
lieve and by what we live! 



A NEWSPAPER PUBLISHER 
SPEAKS OUT 

At a time when the functions of govern- 
ment and the powers of its boards and bu- 
reaus are growing so rapidly that no man 
knows how great they are, and when they 
are actually usurping the functions of the 
courts, Arthur Hays Sulzberger, publisher 
of the New York Times, recently told a con- 
ference of automotive and advertising execu- 
tives that the press of America and industry 
must guard the fundamentals of our system 
of free enterprise against encroachments of 
government. Said Mr. Sulzberger: 

"I cannot overemphasize the power and 
authority piling up in Washington. I would 
be derelict if I were not to point out that 
there are those in my opinion who seek to use 
the smoke-screen of America's foreign wars 
to promote and forward their American revo- 
lution. 

"We of the press must be alert to protect 
the fundamentals of our system of free enter- 
prise, and you must be doing some more 
egg-hatching. You must be preparing to show 
the people of this country what industry can 
and will do for each man, woman and child 
in the community when our major task is 
completed, far away as that goal still is." 

The men of industry must keep ahead of 
the procession in helping prepare a sound 
plan, said the publisher. "Let us paint it in 
all the colors of our genius — new houses, 
new cars, new education, new opportunity of 
every kind. That's what democracy offers 
when we, the people, do it. And to do all that, 
we need a free press." 

In other words, industry must go on the 
offensive. It has the brains and it has the 
capital, and management and labor must 
work together as never before. 

Our people have everything to gain from a 
continuation of the free enterprise system. 
They have everything to lose by the exten- 
sion of state socialism. We have but to look 
around the world to prove this point to our- 
selves. 

Real statesmanship, industrial and labor 
leadership, and an informed public must co- 
operate to see that the United States remains 
the land of individual opportunity. 



The Navy started out a short time ago to enroll 25,000 Waves, and 
almost before Admirals could say jack-rabbit nearly 40,000 women had 
signed up on programs to replace men in jobs. At the time of our first 
World War women mobilized for sewing, knitting and light work. Their 
main job, howeveivwa* winning "equality of the sexes" and they got 
Nation-wide Suffrage into the Constitution in 1919. Women began 
widening the scope of their activities and tens of thousands of them 
moved into clerical employment and business. For many years women 
have demonstrated their superiority in the use of the hands for deft 
operations. For a century women have been telling men to "let me take 
that, your hands and thumbs are too clumsy." This bitter truth has 
been admitted by the male of the species — which seems to be proved by 
a statement from Eastern Aircraft at Linden, New Jersey, that 75 per 
cent of all welding trainees for their Division are women. Another 
group of women in training, whose ages also range from 21 to 45 years, 
are beingxhired, put on payrolls and sent to Rutgers University to study 
mechanical drawing, metallurgy, shop materials, mathematics, blue- 
print reading and other subjects. The women are paid $130 a month 
and the first group of graduates will take over actual jobs this month. 
Thousands of "women are employed at this moment in the manu- 
facture of the finest precision instruments in various war production 
plants, especially those that were set up by the automobile industry. ! 
The reason is that this industry has for more than 30 years developed ] 
the finest and most accurate technique. Women possess the "delicate | 
touch" and that's why there are Waves, welders, and women workers ' 
taking over so much important work in industries, and releasing men ' 
for places where brawn and muscle is especially needed. 



By preventing purchasers of new 
electric motors from baying motors 
with more horse power than their 
work requires, the Government will 
save about 15 million pounds of cop- 
per, 55,000 tons of carbon steel, 
and 150,000 pounds of stainless 
steel annually. 
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THE BATTLE OF PEACE 

Post-war plans will be tested in the new Congress. Beginning with 
the Atlantic Charter President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill 
gave notice that they would win the battle of peace, after winning the 
world war. Wendell Willkie and a number of Senators and other leading 
Republicans are supporting the same idea. Vice President Wallace has 
added his approval. The chorus seems to have been heard around the 
world. These leaders are all talking very much the same way — even 
though they may appear to disagree on methods and details. 

Evidently the same kind of a fight that was waged against Presi- 
dent Woodrow Wilson's aims for peace is being hatched-up against 
President Roosevelt. So far the President does not appear to has dis- 
covered the strength of this opposition. Joseph Martin, Republican 
leader in the House and recent Chairman of the Republican Committee 
has never been called into conference by the President regarding these 
important matters of post-war planning. 




AMERICAN PRODUCTION GOOD NEWS 

Americans of this generation are witness- 
ing the greatest industrial and engineering 
accomplishment that the world has ever 
known. And it is happening in our own coun- 
try which, the Nazis toid us, could neither 
fight nor make the implements necessary to 
modern warfare in time for them to do any 
good. 

It comes, therefore, as good news to us, 
as bad news to the Nazis and the defeatest, 
that according to Mr. Donald Nelson "the 
United States is producing combat arma- 
ments in as great a volume as all the Axis 
powers combined." It is still better news that 
Mr. Nelson could promise that within a year 
we shall be producing "twice as much," 
while "the United Nations as a whole will be 
out-producing their adversaries by a margin 
of three to one." 

It is more good news to learn from Edward 
H. Collins, Associated Financial Editor of 
the New York Herald Tribune, that in 1942 
the automobile industry "turned out equip- 
ment valued at $6,600,000,000, equivalent to 
8,500,000 passenger cars and trucks or 3,000,- 
000 more than it turned out in the historic 
year of 1929." When Mr. Collins turns to our 
ship-building record he has the same bright 
story to tell — the production in 1942 of 
"more than 8,000,000 tons of desperately 
needed merchant shipping," with the goal in 
sight during 1943 of 16,000,000 tons which 
"would be equivalent to 25 per cent of the 
entire merchant marine of the world at the 
outbreak of the war." To this may be added 
our record in power output, expanded from 
168,000,000,000 kilowatt hours in 1941 to the 



THE POLITICAL CHECKERBOARD 

There has been much comment on the 
$25,000 salary limitation, twice turned down 
by Congress, and then given the force of law 
by Executive Order. 

The most astounding statement made in 
connection with it was that of ex-U. S. Su- 
preme Court Justice James F. Byrnes, Di- 
rector of Economic Stabilization, when he 
said: "The salary limitation in 1942 would 
affect only 3.000 persons. From the fury of 
the protests one would think it affected 
3,000,000 persons." 

To hear this comment from the Director 
of Economic Stabilization, fresh from the 
Supreme Court, is almost inconceivable. The 
very heart of our government is based on a 
foundation of equality and protection for 
minorities. 

If Congress and laws and minorities can be 
shifted on the political checkerboard to suit 
bureaucratic whims, what security is (There 
for the individual? How many more than 
3,000 persons would have to be affected to 
entitle them to consideration? 



ALL-OUT: What total war means to Americans was made clear by 
President Roosevelt in his annual budget message to Congress. Whereas 
the budget for 1943 "was an instrument for transforming a peace 
economy into a war economy," that for the 1944 fiscal year beginning 
next July 1 will reflect "the maximum program for waging war." All 
told, the chief executive asked for $109,000,000,000, of which $100,000, 
000,000 would be for war expeditures alone — an outlay three times the 
current year's expeditures of Germany, five times those of Great 
Britain, and 14 times those of Japan. It is twice the expeditures asked 
a year ago by the President, four times actual expenditures for the fiscal 
year 1942, and 16 times defense expenditures for the physical year 1941. 
Half of the $100,000,000,000 is to be raised by taxes, necessitating an 
additional $16,000,000,000 in taxes which are quite likely to be placed on 
a "pay-as-you-go" basis. To critics who declare that sacrifices of 
Americans are not comparable to those of the British, it might be 
pointed out that the effort required to meet our own program fully 
measures up to that of any of our Allies. Under the 1943 budget, the 
per capita burden of the American effort is estimated at $897 against 
$440 for Britain.

Good news continues to reach us from the 
fighting fronts of the world, but the most 
important news from Washington concerns 
the $1 6,000,000,000.00 that must be raised 
this year in addition to current taxe"s and 
other federal levies. 

Economists are almost unanimous that 
the national income cannot stand this addi- 
tional load on top of the record-breaking lev- 
ies now imposed. But, for the successful 
prosecution of the war and. to insure suffi- 
cient working capital for the Treasury, a 
substantial portion of this money must be 
found.

MYTH-EXPLODING — American ingenuity has blasted the myth 
of German superiority in producing precision optical instruments. 
Sighting instruments, machined to tolerances as fine as 1/10,000 of an 
inch, are flowing from plants of Mergenthaler Linotype, Western Elec- 
tric and Minneapolis-Honeywell Regular Company and the latter's pro- 
duction alone is said to exceed that of this country in World War I. 
An example of the ingenuity that made this possible is the system of 
humidity control devised by Minneapolis-Honeywell engineers. One of 
the bottlenecks of optical manufacture has been the effect of humidity 
on glass which, on some days, halted production entirely. The engineers 
discovered that glass absorbs and exudes moisture — minute amounts of 
water come out of the glass and deposit particles of soluble salt when 
humidity is falling, making the glass sticky, and moisture stays within 
the glass when humidity rises.

Mart in Chicago in record numbers last ?week, but manufacturers had j 
little to offer. In fact, sales were rationed to keep down the volume of ! 
orders that would have set a new all-time high and some even displayed 
"Nothing for Sale" signs. One of the most stringently rationed items was 
upholstered furniture — with either wooden springs of none at all. 
Modernistic furniture, much of it demountable — enough for a four- 
room apartment could be packed in a 6x6x6 case — predominated the 
market, accounting for 36 percent of the total. Because of an increase 
in the birth rate, Lullabye Furniture reported it was 60 days behind on 
deliveries. A survey by the Walnut Manufacturers Association showed 
exhibits of dining room and bedroom furniture to be 47 percent below 
1941 and 33 percent less than last year. The dearth of furniture was 
said to be partly due to the fact that 65 percent of the nation's furniture 
makers are selling to the government and others are trying to get war 
contracts.

STUDIES^ MADE 

Regional Meetings Seek 
Answers to Growing Prob- 
of the Farmer 



L 



Problems confronting the farm- 
er as he attempts to meet his 
production goals, with labor and 
transportation of produce and 
supplies looming large, are feat- 
turing a series of Southern States 
regional board meetings which 
are being held the last half of 
this month throughout the co- 
operative's territory of Virginia. 
West Virginia, Maryland, and 
Delaware, W. G. Wysor, Rich- 
mond, Va., general manager of 
Southern States Cooperative, has 
announced. 

The group's considerations are 
including a study of the advisa- 
bility of oganizing neighborhood 
transportation pools, special at- 
tention being given to the ex- 
periences of other groups of farm- 
ers with such a venture. A book- 
let, "How to Organize and Oper- 
ate a Neighborhood Transporta- 
tion Pool in Your Neighborhood," 
is being made available to those 
present. The text of this hand- 
tx»k is based on the methods by 
which some groups of farmers 
are sucessfully organizing and 
operating transportation pools in 
their neighborhoods. Truck reg- 
ulations for Virginia, West Vir- 
ginia, Maryland, and Delaware 
are explained. 

Literature Available 

Any farmer who is interested 
in organizing or in helping his 
neighbors organize such a pool 
may secure a copy of this book- 
let by writing to Southern States 
Cooperative, Richmond, Va., Also 
available upon request is a "Truck 
Record Book" in which the pool's 
clearing house agent may keep a 
record of trips for each member 
of the pool, as well as date and 
destination of each trip. Besides 
this, there* are pa^wr<Mi" which 
orders may be entered in dupli- 
cate, one copy of the order to be 
given to the trucker and the oth- 
er to remain in the book. 

"Conducting a pool is almost 
—but not quite— as simple as a 
practice which has long been 
used by farm people, and that is 
the habit of swapping labor," the 
handbook points out. 

"A neighborhood transporta- 
tion pool, although more care- 
fully set up and conducted than 
. the usual labor swapping affairs, 
need not prove burdensome to 
anyone. It is best to let the pool 
be organized around one person 
with a truck. In most neighbor- 
hoods one farmer usually has a 
big truck in good condition.truck 
that can boast a full set of tires 
capable of covering many miles 
before they quit the Job. Inven- 
tories compiled by some other 
neighborhoods reveal a few small 
trucks in each that can't 'take it' 
jw they used to. A rotation of 
trips among groups of trucks will 
Atretch the life of all the trucks. 
Later, as tires get thinner and 
parts in worse condition, it may 
be necessary to take tires and 
parts from some trucks to keep 
the others rolling."

New uniform air raid protec- 
tion regulations were announced 
Wednesday by Headquarters of 
the Eastern Defense Command 
and First Army for sixteen At- 
lantic Seaboard States and the 
District of Columbia, effective 
12:01 A. M., February 17, 1943. 
The new regulations are the re- 
sult of studies made by the War 
Department and the Office of 
Civilian Defense based upon the 
experience gained during the past 
year. t 

The new regulations provide 
for uniform air raid signals de- 
signed to permit earlier black- 
out and mobilization of civilian 
defense personnel, greater civil- 
ian protection, and a minimum 
of time loss and interference with 
essential war production and 
transportation. 

Proclamation No. 4 

Public Proclamation No. 4, is- 
sued by Lieutenant General Hugh 
A. Drum, Commanding General 
of J;he Eastern Defense Command 
and First Army,' in accordance 
with War Department instruc- 
tion, established the authority 
for adopting uniform regulations 
in the Eastern Military Area con- 
sisting of the States of Maine, 
Vermont, New Hampshire, Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, New York, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Peunsylvania, Mary- 
land, Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, 
east of the Apalachicola River, 
and the District of Columbia. 

These regulations were issued 
by appropriate Service Command 
Headquarters at Boston, New 
York, Baltimore, Atlanta, and the 
Military District Headquarters in 
Washington, D: C. The princi- 
pal features of the new regula- 
tions which were approved by the 
War Department and concurred 
in by the Office of Civilian De- 
fense are: 

New Features 

1. A preliminary audible pub- 
lic "Blue" warning signal is pre- 
scribed, consisting of a steady 
blast lasting approximately two 
(2) minutes on air raid horns, 
sirens or whistles. This signal, 
which ordinarily will be the first 
public audible warning, means 
"Probability of enemy air raid- 
enemy planes appear to be head- 
ed in you direction— Get ready."

A number two "tin" can aver- 
ages .235 pounds of steel plus e, 
small ampunt of tin, and a single 
family can save 12.2 pounds of 
steel in a year by the can-a-week 
reduction, French said.

Housewives 
can balance their family diets by 
serving more fresh produce, and 
our records show that many fam- 
ilies are already doing this.

142,372 carlots of fresh fruits and 
vegetables to consumers through 
the Atlantic Commission Compa- 
ny, 10 per cent more than in 
1940 and an all-time high rec- 
ord," French said. 

The program would save 7,597.- 
391 pounds of steel if carried out 
by all of Virginia's 622,737 fam- 
ilies, it was brought out. On a 
national basis, America's 31,000- 
000 families could save enough 
steel to make 5,000 medium tanks 
or 38 Liberty freight ships, and 
enough tin for 360,000 75mm. 
howitzers.

Best Insurance Fiimily Will 
Have Adequate Fresh 
Foods, Smith Says 



Picture of Current Action in North Africa 




As the battle of North Africa enters the final, all-out phase here is a map showing the positions 
of the Allied and Axis forces. What the picture will be when the fighting in the area has finished 
is important because the next activity will be centered on what has been termed the "soft under 
belly of the Axis," meaning the Italian mainland, the French Mediterranean const and the Balkans. 



An extensive campaign for 
Victory Gardens in this and all 
other areas within Virginia this 
year will soon be launched witli 
the objective of a Victory Oar- 
den for every household that is 
in a position to maintain one. 
For the duration of the war, ma- 
ny flower beds will be sacrificed 
in the interests of a more bal- 
anced table. 

The extreme need at the pres- 
ent time for such a program was 
emphasized by A. G. Smith, as- 
sistant garden specialist of the 
V. P. I. Excension Service, at a 
meeting held in Richmond this 
week. 

Garden Is Good Insurance 

Mr. Smith pointed out that due 
to the needs of our armed forces 
and the lend-lease program the 
civilian supply of canned food 
products is expected to drop 
drastically, and transportation 
difficulties indicate that trucking 
of vegetables and fruits for any 
d.. .ante will be out of the ques- 
tion. ■ Shortage < f farm labor is 
also a grave problem likely to 
-urtnil the commercial supply cf 
vegetable crops. 

In tnese circumstances. Victory 
Gardens are the best insurance 
that the family will have an ade- 
quate supply of vegetable and 
hulls timing the growing season, 
with a surplus to can for winter 
use. 

Mr. Smith said that there is an 
adequate supply of seeds and fer- 
tilizers for the Victory Garden 
program, but the supply is not 
abundant due to shipments over- 
seas and the curtailment of im- 
ports. A reasonably good piece 
f land, a garden small enough 
to be cared for carefully and 
thoroughly so as to produce the 
best possible yield, and a sys- 
tematic plan for a year-around 
program are specified as requi- 
sites for a successful Victory Gar- 
den. 



All State liquor stores which 
have been closed since thenight 
of January 21st and all this week 
have been registering residents of 
the State and furnishing them 
with liquor ration books, will re- 
open for business Monday, Feb- 
ruary 1st. Liquor will only then 
be sold to those residents who ap- 
plied at ABC stores or, if mem- 
bers of the armed forces, to their 
commanding officers, furnished 
positive proof of their identity 
and received the necessary ra- 
tion book.

SACRIFICE ON THE HOME FRONT 

In all probability our second year of war 
will require greater sacrifices on the home 
front than we have hitherto endured. There 
will be some inconveniences and there may 
be some people who will feel like complain- 
ing about them. In that case, it will be 
helpful to remember the burden which the 
Chinese have already carried in their war 
for freedom. 

For five years — without adequate mili- 
tary supplies, and for the most of the time 
without allies— the Chinese people have been 
fighting Japan and holding, throughout all 
those dreary months, the line of freedom in 
the East, not alone for themselves but for 
us, too. Their capital, Chungking, is the 
most bombed city in the whole world\ They 
have seen their homes blown to bits, their 
hospitals left in smoking ruins, their schools 
destroyed, their factories blasted. They 
have endured the anguish of seeing, with 
their own eyes, their children torn limb 
from limb, their wives and sisters assaulted, 
their husbands, brothers, and sons impris- 
oned, tortured, murdered. They have lived 
under the oppressor's rule, and know the 
kind of exploitation that we cannot even vis- 
ualize— in one instance 77 kinds of taxes 
imposed by the Japanese, and commodity 
prices soaring 300 percent. 

Last February, in the capital of China 
itself, economic distress was marked by 
such commonplace facts- as these: a gov- 
ernment employee, who received 300 Chi- 
nese dollars per month in salary, had to pay 
500 Chinese dollars for a pair of shoes; a 
package of American cigarettes cost BU 
• Chinese dollars; a pound of American cof- 
fee 100 Chinese dollars; a box of cough- 
drops, 35 Chinese dollars; a bottle of ink, 60 
Chinese dollars; a portable typewriter, 8,000 
to 10,000 Chinese dollars. 

The Chinese, who know the price of the 
freedom for which they fight, have borna 
all of their hardships with superb courage, 
and when, last summer, it seemed as it Chi- 
na were exhausted and she was urgently 
appealing to us for supplies, the chief of her 
military mission to the United States, Gen. 
Hsiung, said, "Don't misunderstand. We re 
not complaining." 

We, too, feel that way about the war. 
We're not complaining, either. 



"PRAISE THE LORD AND PASS THE 
AMMUNITION" 

Every war has produced its own heroes, 
its own epic phrases and epic songs. A song 
that is at present sweeping the country is 
titled "Praise the Lord and Pass the Am- 
munition." And it is more than a song — 
it is fast becoming the battle cry of an 
aroused nation fighting the greatest strug- 
gle in its history. 

While there is some controversy as to 
how and where the phrase originated, there 
is no doubt as how well it expresses the 
spirit of fighting Americans. It is the spir- 
it necessary to win this war on far flung 
battlefronts and right here at home. 

Not all of us can man the guns. But all 
of us certainly can "pass the ammunition." 
Ammunition in the form of metal in our 
homes, farms and businesses, ammunition 
in the form of waste fats, tin cans, discard- 
ed hosiery, rags, rubber — the precious waste 
materials which Uncle Sam is asking us to 
donate to the national salvage program. 

These odds and ends are mighty impor- 
tant today; important to a kid half way 
around the world; important to a blue-clad 
gob; important to a flier over the African 
desert racing to reach his target before a 
knifing Messerschmitt can find its mark! 

Let's go at this salvage effort as deter- 
minedly as though we were in the thick of 
battle, passing up ammunition to the men 
on the firing line. 



been built for 120 miles across 
the scorching deserts of Iraq. It 
was tuilt entirely by the Indian

To Ship Vast Food Supplies 

For the* benefit of our armed 
forces and the Lend-lease coun- 
tries, millions of tons of food — 
the bulk of it for American troops 
— must be shipped within the 
coming year to North Africa. En- 
gland, the Middle East, Russia, 
Alaska, and other battle fronts of 
the United Nations. To all these 
places not much can be sent in 
the way of fresh fruits, vegeta- 
bles, fr-ish meats and other fresh 
foods./ Instead, the fighting 
foods must be sent — especially

ARE WE ON OUR WAY? 

After advocating full public ownership of 
land as well as control of the issue of credit, 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, according to 
a Londan cable in a recent issue of the New 
York Times, sayes: "If I view the situa- 
tion rightly, the question of ownership is 
becoming steadily less important compared 
with that of direction and management. 

When considering socialization of basicj 
industries "for the common good," there is' 
nothing more ba*sic than farming. Federal 
socialization of the electric power industry 
in the United States is now well advanced 
and is being steadily pushed forward by a 
small, powerful group of public officials. 
Electric power, however, is but a minor issue 
compared to feed. It is merely an entering 
wedge which is being driven into a private 
enterprise economy before the people are 
aware of the dangers involved. It builds 
up to the Archbishop's suggestion. 

We in America have felt that the individ- 
ual ownership of land and business, resting 
in the hands of the people, developed res- 
ponsibility and pride in accomplishment 
which was the strength of the nation. Chil- 
dren in school have been taught that pri- 
vate opportunity in America offered any 
man or woman with incentive and ambition 
a chance to rise from the poorest beginnigs 
to the highest places in industry or govern- 
ment. Saving was fostered ; the acquisition 
of property was something to be proud of; 
the the average man strove by hard work 
and sound management to accumulate some 
form of inheritance to lave to his family. 

We have believed that the sole reason for 
the existence of government in a democracy 
was to protct the weak, to see that justice 
was based on equality and that the needy, 
the incompetent and the helpless were prop- 
erly cared for. It has never been our idea 
that government should compete with its 
own people in business . 

A new world trend toward socialization 
and the leveling of opportunity is reaching 
out to engulf us. Hatred for the thrifty is 
being promoted, and accumulated savings 



REJOICE AND BE GLAD 

Do you remember when you were first 
studying history, and how you wished you 
could have lived in the exciting days, when 
the whole face of the world changed over 
night? It is those days in which we live 
today. ( 

We do not sense the greatness of the 
hour because it is too near. We do not fully 
realize our opportunities because of our ab- 
sorption with the limitations in our accus- 
tomed manner of living. We are face to 
face with anguish and with heartbreak. Few 
of us but have someone near and dear to us 
in uniform. To but few of us does not the 
shrill ring of the telephone or the sharp 
knock upon the door brings a sickening, if 
momentary, 

We are living in a tragedy, and dressing 
it up in bunting does not disguise the fact. 
We cannot escape the change the events of 
today will make in our entire life But — 
tragedy has its compensations. An Eng- 
lish teacher I once had said "Tragedy is al- 
ways great and epic. Comedy is made by 
man — but tragedy makes men." 

If this be tragedy — and an entire world at 
war is tragedy— then what is there at 
which to rejoice? 

Tragedy is sorrow, but it is also oppor- 
tunity. You of the flood lands — when the 
river receded, much that was good was 
gone, but so were shacks and slums. You 
of the tornado country— when the high 
wind struck, good was destroyed, but many 
buildings that were eyesores went too. You 
of the coasts — when the hurricane leveled 
your shores, what did you rebuild? Out of 
devastation, whether it be flood, wind or 
war, arises the opportunity to rebuild, and 
to rebuild upon a firm foundation — to dis- 
card the evil and to reinforce the good. 

We have the opportunity of the ages be- 
fore us. Once this war is won, we can make, 
on the ashes of the old, a new world, retain- 
ing the good, the progress that men have 
made, and leaving behind us the prejudices, 
hatreds, misunderstandings— all the false 
barriers of creed, class or color, which have 
created the slums of our common life. 

It is this for which we are fighting. It 
is the hope that is urging our men on the 
battlefronts on to unequaled feats of daring. 
On the body of an Australian soldier was 
found a verse which expressed clearly the 
aspirations of those, who bravely facing the 
present, still look ahead. 

"Ye that have faith to look with fearless 
eys 

Beyond the tragedy of a world at strife, 

And know that out of death and night 
shall rise „ — 

The dawn of ampler life : 

Rejoice, whatever anguish rend the 
heart, 

That God has given you the priceless 
power 

To live in these great times and have 
your part 

In freedom's crowing hour, 

That ye may tell your sons who see the 
light -\ . 

High in the Heavens — their heritage to 
take — 

'I saw the powers of darkness take their 

flight;

Civilian Defense Forces Mobilize 
Lights in homes, business houses, 
certain industrial firms, and all 
but certain street lights and traf- 
fic signals will be blacked out. 
Pedestrians may proceed. Auto- 
mobiles may move with lights on 
low beam. War production and 
transportation may continuej?ro- 
vided certain precautionary ^sifeps 
have been taken. 

2. An audible public "Red" air 
raid signal is prescribed consist- 
ing of a series of short blasts on 
air raid horns or whistles or the 
warbling notes of the siren. This 
signal, which corresponds in gen- 
eral to the present aid raid alarm 
means, "Enemy planes are prac- 
tically overhead." All remaining 
lights are blacked out except a 
few authorized emergency lights. 
Persons take shelter. , Traffic ex- 
cept for emergency vehicles stops. 
The public is warned that in some 
cases the "Red" signal will be 
tile first audible public signal 
whenever there has been insuffi- 
cient time for sounding the pre- 
liminary "Blue" signal. 

3. A "Blue" signal will always 
follow each "Red" signal after 
immediate danger has passed. It 



returns the community to the 
conditions prescribed for the 
"Blue" signal. The community 
is thus prepared to return to the 
"Red" without delay U* the ene- 
my raiders return. 

4. No audible "All-Clear" sig- 
nal is prescribed. The "All- 
Clear" will be indicated by turn- 
ing on those street lights which 
have been off during the "Blue" 
by public radio announcements 
and telephone, or other commun- 
ication with warden posts and by 
local police. A community may- 
adopt an audible "All-Clear" 
signal provided that it is not the 
same as the "Blue" or "Red" sig- 
nals and does not resemble those 
signals so as to result in confu- 
sion. 

A special feature of the new- 
regulations prescribes Chat cer- 
tain radio stations, on selected 
frequencies to be announced pub- 
licly, will remain on the air to 
broadcast official bulletins dur- 
the periods of the 'Blue'' and 
"Red" signals. ^ 

The new regulations prescribe 
special authorizations for essen- 
tial war production and war 
transportation to insure a mini- 
mum of time loss and interfer- 
ence during the period of the 
"Blue" signal. 

The new regulations reduce to 



a minimum the period of time 
of the "Red" signal by providing 
an additional "Blue" signal per- 
mitting an earlier return to the 
conditions unuei which 2ssential 
war work and other activities 
may be resumed. 

The regulations also specify- 
that under no conditions will 
lights in actual use be left unat- 
tended at any time. Unattended 
lights in homes, business houses, 
or industrial locations are de- 
fined as potentially dangerous 
i and therefore unlawful. 

The Office cf Civilian Defense 
recommends the voluntary adop- 
tion of the new r? filiations by all 
states except those in the Wes- 
tern Defense Command. The 
Western Defense Command al- 
ready is operating under a uni- J 
form system of air raid precau- j 
tion regulations adapted to its , 
own needs and approved by the ' 
War Department, In urging 
adoption of the new Eastern Mil- (

Start Extensions, of Exist- 
m* Rural Lines Are Per- 
Mtted by WPB 

An order of the greatest impor- 
tance to Virginia farmers has just 
been passed by the War Produc- 
tion Board, which has partially 
lifted its ban on new electrical 
connections to permit short ex- 
tensions of existing rural distri- 
bution lines to operate specified 
term production equipment, John 
Springer Gra, priorities manager 
tor the WPB in Richmond, an- 
nounced this week. 

The order is in line with the 
Government's program to in- 
crease food production this year, 
Mr. Gray explained, and it is ex- 
pected that such extensions will, 
among other things, assist in in- 
creasing the State's supply of 
meats, poultry and dairy products 
and relieve the farm labor short- 
age. 

Formula Used 
The length of an extension al- 
lowed under the order is based on 
a formula worked out jointly by 
WPB and the Department of Ag- 
riculture, and to * eligible for 
an extension, a farmer must meet 
the -ltaUowing qualifications; he 
, own or be able to obtain one 
tfte ! following kinds of farm 
uhent— water pump for live- 
jc*V milking machine, milk 
diet, incubator, brooder, or feed 
-iftder: he must have no other 
of operating such equip- 
inY on the premises; he must 
efve cetification from his 
War Board that the elec- 
JiciH' service will result in a sub- 
stanUal increase in farm pro- 
duction or a substantial saving of 
farm labor; and he must have a 
minimum of "10 animal units." 

Ah extension of up to 100 feet 
is permitted for each animal 
unit, except that a minimum of 
10 animal units is required for 
an extension of any length. An 
extension of up to 5,000 feet may 
be made upon certification by 
the County War Board to the lo- 
cal utility or electric cooperative. 
Extensions longer than 5,000 feet 
must receive specific WPB ap- 
proval. 

Must Get Local Approval 
Mr. Gray emphasized that be- 
fore qualifying for an extension, 
a farmer must receive certifica- 
tion from the local County War 
Board that the requested electri- 
cal connection will result in a 
substantial increase in farm pro- 
duction or a substantial saving 
of farm labor. The certifica- 
tion form is as follows:

duplication of registration will 
be quickly caught and violators 
of this and other regulations will 
be subject to penalties ranging 
from confiscation of coupons to 
misdemeanor charges carrying 
maximum penalties of twelve 
months in jail and fines of $500: 
that <5> the quantity allowed for 
each purchase is subject to 
change without notice, according 
to the stock on hand. 

The Board further calls atten- 
tion to the fact that no ration 
books will be issued until the ap- 
plicant has furnished -positive 
indentification" and. by this is 
meant that he or she must pro- 
duce authentic proof of name.ad- 
dress. etc., suc'n as is available 
from a drivers license. Federal 
ration book. Social Security card, 
draft registration card or employ- 
ployment identification card. All 
illiterate applicants must be ac- 
companied by a literate person 
who must properly identify him- 
self and be a party to the identi- 
fication of the illiterate. 

Books to Last One Year 
The resident civilian ration 
book contains 48 coupons, de- 
signed to last through January 
31st, 1944. There are two num- 
bered coupons to a page which 
are good only in a designated 
two week period. They are so 
fixed that a half coupon may be 
used if only half of the ration un- 
it is desired. 

The civilian transient ration 
book contains but two coupons. 
Only four such books will be al- 
lowed non-residents of Virginia, 
guests within the State,, in any 
one 12 -month period except by 
special appeal to the board. 

Persons living in places far- 
removed from ABC stores have 
in the past been allowed to re- 
quest that liquor be expressed to 
them direct. This service may 
also be had under the rationing 
plan, the Board announced, but 
the order must be accompanied 
by the ration book which will be 
returned when the order is filled. 
No express orders which were not 
post-marked prior to midnight 
January 21st will be filled until 
February 1st. 

Ration books will be necessary 
for the civilian resident to worry 
about, the Board will issue five 
different kinds. The first is for 
civilians who are residents, the 
second is similar but for mem- 
bers of the armed forces based 
in the State, the third is a civil-

No civilian may use a 
book belonging to anyone in the 
armed forces nbr can a civilian 
make a purchase for a member 
of the armed forces even though 
he possesses the ration book. 

ABC officials declared ration- 
ing necessary because of the re- 
cent heavy buying and the fact 
that distillers are now allowing 
the Board only half as much 
liquor as formerly and many dis- 
tillers have gone out of business 
except for the manufacture of 
distilled alcohol for war produc- 
tion.
